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REPORT  OF 


SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Only  ten  schools  have  been  in  session  the  past  year.  The 
children  where  schools  have  been  suspended  were  accommodated 
in  adjacent  ones  according  to  the  best  judgment  of  the  Board. 
By  this  contraction  of  the  number  of  schools,  we  have  been  able 
to  give  our  children  twenty-six  weeks  of  schooling, — three  weeks 
more  than  two  years  ago,  and  one  week  more  than  last  year. 
A  few  children  have  been  somewhat  discommoded,  but  the  extra 
time  given  to  them  must  have  rendered  them  ample  compensa- 
tion. It  seems  a  waste  of  the  town's  money  to  run  a  school  with 
only  four  or  five  pupils,  when  they  can  be  well  accommodated  in 
a  neighboring  school  with  but  little  additional  travel.  The  School 
Board,  as  all  must  see,  have  no  personal  interests  to  serve  in  di- 
minishing the  number  of  schools  in  town ;    but   they   are   under

solemn  obligation  to  expend  the  town's  money  as,  in  their  candid 
judgment,  shall  be  for  the  best  good  of  all  concerned. 

The  teachers  employed  the  past  year  were  Mrs.  Hill,  and 
Misses  Glidden,  Davis,  Weeks,  Sanborn,  Dickerson,  and  Lane, 
who  taught  both  terms  in  their  several  schools ;  while  Misses 
Thomas,  Dame,  Griffin,  Dearborn,  Osgood,  and  Chapman,  one 
term  each  in  their  schools. 

The  School  Board  find  that  the  most  difficult  and  perplexing 
work  they  have  to  do  is  to  find  suitable  teachers;  and  when  they 
have  done  their  very  best,  it  is  not  always  that  their  hopes  are 
realized.  A  candidate  may,  perhaps,  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation, and  receive  the  required  certificate,  but  in  the  school 
room,  may  be  a  failure.  And  this  risk  has  to  be  run  whenever  a 
NEW  teacher  is  employed.  We  are  obliged  to  employ  inexperi- 
enced persons  sometimes,  because  the  low  wages  we  pay  are  not 
enough  to  retain  the  services  of  tried  and  successful  teachers. 
Few  of  the  best  teachers  stay  with  us,  because  they  can  obtain 
higher  wages  in  other  towns.  And  yet,  we  have  been  very  fortu- 
nate the  past  year  in  retaining  in  our  service  some  of  the  most 
competent  and  successful  teachers.  We  intend  to  retain  them  in 
our  work,  if  possible,  with  the  money  at  our  disposal.  Incompe- 
tent and  unsuccessful  teachers  we  are  careful  not  to  re-engage. 

It  has  been  said  that,  "Teachers,  like  poets,  are  born,  not 
made."  All  the  Normal,  or  other  schools  combined  cannot 
make  good  teachers,  if  the  teaching  quality  is  not  born  in  them. 
So  whenever  we  employ  a  person  who  has  never  taught  school 
we  run  the  risk  of  a  failure.  Let  the  town  give  us  more  funds, 
then  we  can  employ  a  larger  number  of  competent  and  tried 
teachers ;  and  this  would  be  a  matter  of  economy  in  the  end. 
Sanbornton  pays  her  teachers  less  wages,  on  an  average,  than 
many  of  the  towns  around  us;  viz., — New  Hampton,  Alton,  Til- 
ton,  Meredith,  Laconia,  Gilford,  and  Barnstead.  And  this 
town  pays  less  per  scholar,  on  the  average,  than  most  of  the 
above  named  towns.  And  it  is  not  a  creditable  fact  that  our 
town  furnishes  a  less  number  of  weeks  of  schooling  to  her 
children  than  any  town  in  Belknap  county,  except  Gilford 
and  Meredith. 
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We  earnestly  recommend  that  this  town,  which  is  one  of  the 
most  wealthy  towns  in  the  state  according  to  its  population,  ap- 
propriate more  money  for  school  purposes,  that  we  may  employ 
a  larger  number  of  the  best  teachers.  We  need,  also,  an  especial 
appropriation,  that  we  may  supply  our  school  rooms  with  suitable 
globes  and  charts,  which  will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  both 
teachers  and  pupils.  Our  State  Superintendent  has  wisely  made 
these  remarks, — "There  may  be  a  place  and  necessity  for  other 
cheap  things,  but  there  is  none,  there  can  be  none,  for  cheap 
schools.  Cheap  work  is  rarely  profitable;  in  many  instances  it  is 
disastrous;  it  is  always  so  in  education.  In  public  affairs  there 
may  be  exigencies  when  expenses  may  be  pruned  down,  but  this 
should  never  be  in  education.  Curtailing  here  is  taking  from  the 
life-blood  of  the  public  welfare.  A  community,  town  or  state,  has 
character,  position,  and  power,  as  its  educational  interests  are 
fostered." 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

We  repeat  what  we  said  last  year, — "Those  children  who  at- 
tended school  for  the  sole  purpose  of  learning  by  diligent  study, 
have  all  made  good  progress."  We  are  happy  to  say  that  very 
few  in  town  have  been  idlers,  and  the  average  progress  of  our 
pupils  has  been  highly  commendable. 

MORALS. 

The  teachers  are  required  by  law  to  forbid  all  profanity  and 
other  immoralities,  in  or  about  the  school  buildings,  and  also  to 
and  from  home;  and  the  public  sentiment  in  every  community 
should  sustain  them  in  the  exercise  of  that  authority. 

Of  course  it  is  difficult  to  restrain  and  reform  those  pupils  who 
are  accustomed  at  home  to  hear  all  manner  of  profane  and  in- 
decent language.  This  is  one  of  the  necessary  evils  of  our  public 
schools, — the  vile  and  vicious  are  permitted  to  associate  with,  and, 
perhaps,  pollute  the  innocent  and  pure.  Parents  who  prize  the 
virtue  and  refinement  of  their  little  ones  should  co-operate  with 
the  teachers  in  purging  the  schools  from  the  vile  influence  of 
those  who  come  from  families  where  they  receive  no  moral  edu- 
cation. 
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Profane  and  vulgar  parents  should  hide  their  heads  with  shame 
for  turning  their  corrupted  children  loose  to  despoil  the  innocence 
and  purity  of  the  little  ones  who  come  from  families  of-  respecta- 
bility and  reiinement. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  school  room  at  the  Square  was  fjund  to  be  greatly  in  need 
of  repairs.  It  is  a  very  old  building,  and  needed  a  new  floor  and 
other  improvements.  A  hard  wood  floor  has  been  laid,  the  walls 
have  been  painted,  the  ceiling  whitewashed,  one  tier  of  new 
desks  has  been  supplied,  the  old  ones  have  been  redressed  so  that 
they  look  as  good  as  new;  and  now,  the  school  room  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  and  convenient  in  town.  It  was  found  neces- 
sary, also,  to  clapboard  the  east  end  of  the  building,  so  that  the 
house  now  bids  fair,  with  occasional  painting,  to  last  for  genera- 
tions to  come,  as  an  ornament  to  the  town,  and  as  a  standing 
memorial  of  its  former  literary  glory.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
similar  repairs  were  effected  on  the  school  house  at  the  Bays  last 
year. 

We  have  one  other  which  needs  the  same  reconstruction, — that 
at  Gaza.  It  is  a  very  old  and  inconvenient  house.  We  hope  to 
be  able  to  put  it  in  good  repair  before  another  term  commences.
